An Eniclish Diplomatist Inter- 
views Him—The War a His- 
toric Phase—A new Order of 
Society to be Founded on Klb- 
eriy. 


From the Gironcle of Bordeaux. 


A few days ago an English ex-diplomat- 
it held a conversation with Count Bis- 
marck. The English displomatiet sought 
iho interview. He made enquiries re- 
specting the health of the Count, who 
replied that he had never been go well as 
be had since the French journals announo- 
bis death, He next asked what people in 
London thought of the situation. That 
|ave rise to the fallowing conversation: 
- Myself. They profoundly regret this 
war which baa commenced between two 
jreat people, who, by the the diversity of 
their wants and means^aro so well destin- 
ed, to develop themselves and to live in 
peace with each other. 


The Count Voltaire said one day that 


be lored the Germans, who only had one 
Fault—that of being to numerous. To- 
day without being Voltaire, I may say 
<hat France has only one misfortune— 
ihat she has not enough Frenchmen. Be- 
lind the false France which gets up agi- 
:ationg, which .ones out, which is contin- 
ually vascillating between farce and mel- 
Irama, there is a serious and well-informed 
Franco. But she has abdicated; and that 
.a why we wage this war, which is a mis- 
fortune for all Europe. 


Myself. 
Yes; but the real France 


will end in reflecting, and, by the use 
of free institutions, will raise ...herself 
again. 


The Count.! May God 'so will it! The 


Romans said of the Gauls that they un- 
derstood two things—to fight bravely and 
to talk cunningly.

You Englishmen transform yourselves in 
order to preserve yourselves; in Spain and 
Italy people agitate and neglect them- 
selves ; in France people soon tiro of what 
they have quickly constructed—palaees 
and barracks are one by ono demolished, 
rebuilt, and destroyed.

We came very near losing the 


House then. The Border States alone 
saved us. In fact, we had but a fair 
working majority, and many of our most 
raportant war measures were carried by 
rom fourteen to twenty votes. 
The 


i'reedman.'d Bureau bill, for instance, was 
adopted by only one majority. So, you 
see, there is nothing new in the present 
condition of affairs. In fact, 1 think we 
might have expected it, and I am certain 
that the President didn't anticipate the 
re-election of all his friends. I think, on 
the whole, that we will be better off with 
ho fair working majority which we have 
in the House than we would with our for- 
mer power. We were too strong. The 
members were not compelled to consult 
with each 'other. There were too many 
aspirants for leadership, and there was 
too much opportunity for the display of 
icrsonal jealousies..

THE NEW SCHOOL HOUSE.— Tho 


ward school house i n proceM of construc- 
tion at the corner of Drako and Walnut 
streets, has assumed a shape bordering on 
completion. Tbo basement rests on a 
solid grand foundation and is built up to 
the height of five feet with bush-hammer- 
ed white sandstone blocks, two feet by 


iteen inchss : tho corners of the building 


are faced alternately with blocks sixteen 
inches and two feet, of the samo material 
and tho remaining4 superstructure is en- 
tirely composed of brick. Over the front 
entrance on Wtilnut street, stands tho 
tower sixty-eight feet in height, which 
will enclose the bell. The doorway di- 
rectly underneath, will be decorated by 
micolated 
pillars 
of Barea sandatoen. 


There are nlso two other entrances, one 
on Drake street, nnd tho other at the rear 
of the building. The edifice is two stories 
high with a Mansard roof (which is 
foutnre of the Jienaissance order,) other- 
wise the general style of the building is 
Italian. The first and second floors each 
contain four rooms, 2Gx!>G feet, and one 
room 2S.tJ3 feet ; also a 
commodious 


cloak room, 8x13 feet. Each room will be 
fitted with two large ventilating flues, 
8x34 inches. The basement will bo sup- 
plied with a gymnasium, and the neces- 
sary funiiiees tor heating the building 
hore, also, will be tbo play-rooms for the 
children 


Tho interior wood work ia to bo execu- 


ted iu grained pine, and tho flooring laid 
with the simo material, 1J4 inches tbick 
The decorated roof will consist of alter, 
nate layers of green nndjbiaok diamona- 
shaped sl.itf, aud tho cornices and chim- 
ney tops will bo composed of ornamental 
galvanized iron. The whole of th» brick 
and mai-onry work is already finished, 
with the exception of the stone steps. The 
building as it at present stands reflects 
groat credit 0:1 the architect, Mr. William 
Ulrich, for iu beauty of design and the 
judicious arrangement and harmony of all 
its parts, and on thn indefatigable contrac- 
tor, Mr. II. Hequenbourg for the masterly 
manner in which he has executed and fol- 
lowed out the plans and specifications 
Ho is now confident of being able to bring 
the work to completion, and put it in 
readme*;? for the reception ot" scholars, bo- 
fore the first of January.
